THE STORY OF THE NEW CLASSROOM BUILDING 


In the Spring of 1968 Red Cross was advised it could no longer use a classroom in one 
of the protable buildings at Grant School due to the pressing needs of the school 
district. Almost simultaneously the Richmond Amateur Radio Club was advised it could 
no longer occupy quarters in the Richmond Hall of Justice where it had maintained its 
club amateur radio station for many years. 


The Radio Club appealed to the Red Cross at the time we were preplexed over the loss 
of classroom facilities to conduct Home Nursing and Expectant Parents classes as well 
as First Aid classes. The Board of Directors authorized the Chapter officers to ex- 
plore possibilities of building a structure to accommodate both activities on the 


iRed Cross property at the site of the existing Chapter house. Meetings and discus- 


sions began with the Radio Club, Chapter officers, and the Chapter's building com~ 
mittee chaired by Mr. William Gilman. 


It was learned that a 20 x 40 storehouse at the U. S. Naval Hospital in Oakland was 
surplus and might be given to the American Red Cross. The Chapter made application 
through appropriate government channels and was granted the building. In the mean- 
time the Board of Directors appropriated $4,000 from the Chapter reserves to begin 
preparation work. 


Through the help of the Radio Club members the building was dismantled (it was con- 
structed as a bolted together portable) and brought to the Red Cross site and re- 

erected on the foundation. Over a long series of Saturdays much work took place to 
bring the frame structure up to meeting the needs as architecturally outlined by 


Mr. George Swallow (AIA) and member of the Red Cross Board of Directors. 


The Red Cross is indebted to members of the Radio Club for their efforts, and to many 
organizations for making contributions, such as Montgomery Ward Company, Standard 
Oil Company, Richmond Insurance Agents Association, American Standard, Mastercraft 
Roofing, Marvin Collins & Company, Carl Lundberg & Company, William Berk Plumbing, 
McNear Concrete Block Company, Bethlehem Steel Corporation, as well as private in- 
dividuals who have helped make this project a success. 


In the summer of 1969 as the work began to approach the stage where amateurs and vol- 
unteers could no longer carry it on, good fortune struck and a $5,000 grant was re~ 
ceived from the Bothin Helping Fund. Inc.! The pace of progress began to increase and 
finishing went on in earnest. Much detail work still was carried on by volunteers 

on Saturdays and evenings...such things and painting, installing fans, putting on 
hardware, etc. 


We are extremely pleased to have this addition to the Red Cross facilities as it will 
enable the more effective conducting of Nursing Service and First Aid instructional 
programs, provide a pleasant meeting room, and a permanent home for the Richmond : 
Amateur Radio Club, which also serves as a valuable resource of communication in time 
of disaster. ; 


A story of twenty-two months of effort, a lot of lost Saturdays, and a lot of fun a 
yiow over. We are pleased, and hope those who will benefit from the new facility Ww 


enjoy using it. (Ae ee
